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Newton Completes His Journey

Of the many aquatic creatures Cooper Newton 
could have woken up to the morning after a storm at 
sea, the guest aboard his 27-foot sailboat was a bit of a 
surprise. 

“I poked my head up top, and staring back at me 
(was) a raccoon,” he said. 

Newton’s boat Why Worry was on anchor during 
a three-day storm at St. Simons Island in Georgia when 
the raccoon apparently was washed away from its home, 
but the wild animal proved to be a rude houseguest. 

“He pooped all over the boat so I kicked him 
out,” said Newton, whose nearly 5,000-mile solo sailing 
trip was rich with adventures. 

“It was everything I could hope for,” he said 
upon landing Saturday afternoon at Mattapoisett Town 
Wharf. There, the 19-year- 
old was greeted by his 
parents, Peter and Marley 
Newton, along with 
his girlfriend Autumn 
Horsey and extended 
family and friends. 

“Tt’s so cool to 
have the whole (Old 
Rochester Regional High 
School) sailing team 
come and welcome me, 
that was really fun,” 
said Newton, whose trip 
began on September 3, 
2021, and lasted 265 days.

Worry were packed with sustenance and survival gear, 
leaving Newton with just enough room to sleep up near 
the bow. And his appetite for a challenge was tested. 

On a 575-mile leg from Nassau, Bahamas, to 
Charleston, South Carolina, he was pelted the entire way 
in 14- to 16-foot seas with full gale winds over 40 knots 
sustained. 

“Tt took me just about five days,” he said. The 
farthest Newton has sailed in 24 hours was 187 miles. 
On this leg, he averaged 115. “I wouldn’t do it again,” he 
admitted. 

In a thunderstorm in the Gulf Stream, 
approximately 100 miles off Jacksonville, Florida, Newton 
encountered sustained winds of 60 knots. He saw three 
waterspouts. With a satellite tracker, he was able to 
transmit text messages and had the use of an emergency 
beacon. He let his loved ones know what was going on. 
“It was an hour and a half before I saw the stars again 
after that,” he said. 
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Newton said he had one crew, Colin Kulak of 
Mattapoisett, for approximately 700 miles. “He came 
down to visit in Charleston (South Carolina) and helped 
me to Block Island, just because I was alone...” 

Before this, Newton’s longest solo sailing trip was 
37 miles from Cuttyhunk around the Buzzards Bay tower. 

He sailed southeast of the Bahamas as far 
as the Turks and Caicos Islands, a British territory 
approximately 100 miles north of Dominican Republic 
and approximately 140 miles northeast of the 
southeastern tip of Cuba. Sticking with British colonies 
made communications easier. “I’m not very good with 
Spanish,” Newton confessed. Nonetheless, the English 
dialects on the trip could be challenging, he said. 

Newton did not get everywhere he originally 
wanted to go, but he made some friends along the way. 

“I wanted to make it all the way down to Antigua 
for a race week (April 30 to May 6,) but that’s a hard 
passage,” he said. Instead, he cycled back to the Bahamas, 
taking heed to messages encouraging him to soak it all 
up. “I felt I hadn’t really enjoyed (the islands.)” 

The small, inboard motor on the 1967 Bristol 
27 he saved up to buy two years ago in Maine and 
then rehabbed was primarily used to navigate harbors. 
Newton estimates he burned between 40 and 50 gallons of 
gas over his 5,000 miles, which translates to 100 miles per 
gallon. 

“I was pretty frugal with the gas,” he said, noting 
that in the Bahamas it was priced at over $7 per gallon. 

The journey was funded in part by the sail 
of customized apparel and mugs created by Marley 
Newton, and Cooper wasted no time going back to work 
at his summer job as a third-year, senior deputy in the 
Mattapoisett Harbormaster’s office. 

In the fall, the 2021 ORR graduate will begin 
a degree program at the University of Rhode Island in 
engineering. He is leaning toward mechanical engineering 
but is undeclared for now. 

The attraction to URI: “Primarily the sailing,” 
he said. “It’s right on the water, they have a really good 
sailing team and it’s near Newport, Rhode Island.” He

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Lighthouse Vandal Left Tag Upgrade Your Gas Heating System

Ned’s Point Lighthouse wasn’t only vandalized 
for $3,000 worth of property on the weekend, it was the 
target of a serious crime, according to Staff Officer Sal 
Giglia of the United States Coast Guard Auxiliary Flotilla 
63. 

“It’s not just a federal building and a federal 
offense (destruction of property), it is a crime, and I 
believe several historic statutes have been violated,” said Master Plumber #15569 - Licensed Men 
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Giglia, noting that Ned’s Point Lighthouse is an active Aid 
to Navigation (ATON.) “It’s sort of been considered the 
last line of defense since 911 because of electricity ... it can 
affect (sailors) and their navigation.” 

Giglia suggested that the vandalism constitutes 
“irregular warfare” and the destruction of “cultural 
property” important to emergency management. The 
crime, he says, falls into the category of cultural looting, 
ransacking and looting of shipwrecks and is punishable 
from fines of $3,000 to $5,000 and up to 20 years in jail 
time. 

“Luckily, there was no damage to the lamp or 
the lamp room itself,” he said. “They’ve tried to break in 
before, but they’ve never gotten this far.” 

On a prior attempted break-in, a welder was 
called in to fix the lock. 

In this case, the storage area at the bottom of the 
lighthouse was trashed, where the Coast Guard Auxiliary 
keeps all of its boating and kayaking materials and 
emergency management (FEMA) information. 

The vandal(s) left a tag, drawing out four letters 
in orange paint on the black railing outside the light room 
at the top of the tower. Giglia hopes exposure of photos of 
that tag helps identify a suspect. 

In reply to the Wanderer, Mattapoisett Police 
Chief Jason King wrote in an email that the Mattapoisett 
Police Department is investigating the incident but, as of 
Tuesday, had no further details to release. 

Town Administrator Mike Lorenco told the 
Wanderer that he learned of the matter on Monday 
and that the police was working with the Coast Guard 
Auxiliary to investigate the matter. 

“It is upsetting especially given we’ve had several 
acts of vandalism in that area of late,” said Lorenco, 
alluding to the recent restoration of the Tri-Town Against 
Racism Little Free Library that had been vandalized late 
last year. 

Lorenco also said security camera coverage 
at Ned’s Point is still planned for installation in 
approximately a month. “Maybe we can find out who is 
doing this,” he said, anticipating there will most likely be 
stepped up police presence in the area. 
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“It sort of breaks my heart when those things 
happen,” said Giglia, citing the rarity of the Ned’s Point 
Lighthouse’s accessibility. “Some of them are privately 
owned by historical societies.” 

Unlike Wing’s Neck in Pocasset and the Chatham 
lighthouses that are closed to the public, Ned’s Point 
Lighthouse welcomes the 
public and holds special 
events and tours. 

Giglia told the 
story of a couple who 
recently drove five hours 
from Maine to meet 
friends who also drove 
five hours from New 
Jersey. They met at Ned’s 
Point, took pictures and 
went their separate ways. 

“They turned 
around and went home,” 
said Giglia, amazed that 
they did not even stay in 
town for dinner. They only 
wanted to post their photos on the Lighthouse Society 


page. 





“That lighthouse is the Sistine Chapel of the (Tri- 
Towns),” he said. “This just so happens to be the Coast 
Guard, we are the only ones that can open it and service 
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it.” 

There will be a necessary upgrade to the locking 
system, and Giglia hopes that the town will follow 
through with the installation of the security cameras 
anticipated by Lorenco. 

The Coast Guard is not allowed to receive 
donations, but an ongoing restoration effort exists on the 
part of fundraisers of the Friends of Ned’s Point Light. 

“Friends is in the process of raising funds to 
restore the entire structure, so yes, there is going to be a 
cost,” said Giglia. 

The immediate schedule, meanwhile, has not 
been impacted, and Giglia indicated that the lighthouse 
will reopen to the public on Saturday, June 4. 
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Killdeer Plover Chatty, Courageous

The Killdeer Plover is well known for its piping 
conversational call while running alongside you after you 
suddenly come upon the location of its nest. The Killdeer 
is always highly startled to be discovered and identified 
by a human being such a short distance away and usually 
runs alongside until stopping to raise its head, bobbing in 
a wide-eyed astonishment. 

The Killdeer is the largest of the coastal plovers 
with its breeding and reproductive activities usually near 
open fields of short, thick vegetation to hide its nest from 
unwanted visitors I have just described. 

From the back porch of our seaside home on Little 
Bay in Fairhaven, 
recently we were 
surprised and also 
thrilled to see and 
hear a number of 
plovers flitting 
and darting along 
the water’s edge 
at the very end 
of a spring day. 
They were feeding 
on insects and 
marshy seed-plant 
growth along the shoreline until the sun went down and 
then under a full moon to continued foraging during the 
night to get ready for the coming breeding season. 

They usually return to the same nesting site as last 
year, usually pair off to the same monogamous parents 
and lay four mottled eggs that hatch out in about a month 
to become the precocial chicks illustrated. 

The breeding season usually produces two 
broods per year. The young stay in the nest until the day 
after hatching when they are led by parents to a feeding 
territory with dense vegetation where hiding spots are 
closely abundant. 

Their numbers are considered somewhat 
declining, but the trend is not considered to be a 
vulnerable species. One of the reasons is their signature 
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parent protection of fingerlings using various methods 
to distract predators such as “the broken wing display” 
also known as injury feinting. If that doesn’t work, it 
crouches, drops its wings and lowers its tail, displaying 
the alarming flaming orange color of its rump. As a last- 
ditch effort is the deadly ungulate attack by lowering the 
head and angrily charging the intruder, which itself is 
often fatal to the mother plover. 

This sacrificial, heroical bravery of such a small 
parent to a menagerie of much larger predators is a 
courage passed on from one generation of motherhood 
that comes shining through without second thoughts of 
serious consequences. 

Perhaps it should also be an awareness in life 
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situations of human beings when they arise unexpectedly. 
Heaven forbid it might become an alternate of 
unacceptable options to just leave the nest and young 
ones behind but perish the thought. 


Marconi Once Towered in Marion 
Sippican Historical Society

Deep in the woods along the old railroad 
easement that runs behind the Town of Marion’s transfer 
station at Benson Brook, lies the ruins of a Guglielmo 
Marconi’s wireless radio station. 

Walking through the parcel now owned by the 
Sippican Lands Trust known as the Radio Tower parcel, 
one must tread carefully, as the grounds are littered with 
what was once used to transmit the wireless electronic 
signals hundreds if not thousands of miles across the 
Atlantic Ocean. Giant concrete foundations, enormous 
rusting cables and massive shards of porcelain insulators 
bear lasting witness that once upon a time something 
believed to be impossible became possible. 

On May 19, the Sippican Historical Society hosted 
a presentation by Frank McNamee, local antiques expert 
and longtime member of the society. Using materials 
sourced from the Cape Cod Radio Club and others, 
McNamee discussed the significance of the Radio Tower 
acreage not only to the local economy but also for what 
ultimately became transcontinental communications. 

The man of the hour, Marconi, was a rather 
dapper-titled Italian nobleman whose Irish mother 
launched him into the world where he would find 
investors willing to gamble on his inventions, primarily 
including wireless radio. 

But first let’s go back and note how Marconi 
became known as the inventor of radio. 

He was born on April 25, 1874 in the Marescalchi 
Palace in Bologna, later becoming the First Marquis of 
Marconi FRSA (Fellow of the Royal Society of Arts.) While 
his father held a place of considerable prestige within the 
titled families of Italy, his mother was heir to the Jameson 
whisky fortune and was in her own right nobility from 
the Daphne Castle in Ireland. It was her money that 
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would help jumpstart Marconi’s projects. 

It is said that as a lad and through his school 
years Marconi showed a keen interest in the phenomenon 
electricity, studying everything that could be found on 
the subject. He would conduct experiments at his father’s 
country estate, successfully sending wireless signals over 
a distance just exceeding one mile. 

Marconi would move his equipment to England 
and was introduced to the engineer-in-chief of the post 
office, Sir William Preece. He would demonstrate his 
systems capabilities transmitting across the Salisbury 
Plain and Bristol Channel, resulting in the formation of 
the Wireless Telegraph and Signal Company (1897), later 
to be renamed Marconi’s Wireless Telegraph Company 
LID. 

In 1899, Marconi sent signals over a distance of 12 
miles, later establishing wireless communication between 
France and England across the English Channel. Endlessly 
endeavoring to improve on earlier success, he transmitted 
the first wireless signals across the Atlantic between 
Poldhu, Cornwall, and St. John’s, Newfoundland, some 
2,100 miles. Sometime in December 1902, Marconi sent 
signals from Wellfleet. McNamee said that Marconi most 
likely selected Cape Cod and Marion due to their location 
along the Atlantic Ocean, but that it was unlikely the man 
himself spent any time in Marion. 

Marconi received numerous awards for his 
service and inventions such as the Italian Military 
Medal in 1919 for his war service, along with honorary 
doctorates and international honors. He received the 
Albert Medal of the Royal Society of Arts, was decorated 
with the Order of St. Anne by the Tsar of Russia, and the 
Commander of the Order of St. Maurice and St. Lazarus 
from Italy. However, it was the Nobel Prize for Physics 
received in 1909 shared with Professor Karl Braun, which 
was his jewel in the crown. 

Wireless transmissions are known to have aided 
survivors of the Titanic disaster. During WWIL, his yacht 
the Elettra was retrofitted as a warship by the Germans 
and later sunk by the RAF. “He had Fascist leanings,” 
McNamee shared. 

The Supreme Court weighed in on Marconi’s 
patents in 1943, returning some of the prior patents to 
Oliver Lodge, John Stone and Nikola Tesla. The court also 
rendered the decision that it had no impact on Marconi’s 
claim as the first inventor to successfully transmit wire 
radio waves. 

The Marion site bears witness to a time when 
enterprising people were developing thousands of 
products and services intended to make human life better. 
No one even Marconi could have imagined what his 
early inventions would one day become. However, there 
resting for all time like dinosaur bones are the remains 
of Marconi’s 14, 400-foot-high transmission towers, the 
largest in the world for its time.

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Tracking Great White Sharks 
Marion Natural History Museum

With summer fast approaching, the migration of 
the Atlantic Great White Shark increases daily. How do 
we know this? Just ask marine biologist, author, professor 
and reality TV shark expert, the now-famous Dr. Greg 
Skomal. 

On May 20, Skomal gave his annual update on 
not only the migration of the seas’ great hunter but also 
the technology employed to better understand Great 
White Shark behavior. 

Skomal has been tracking and tagging the 
massive ocean migrants for decades, and one thing he 
knows for sure, in the absence of modern technological 
devices, his job would 
be nearly impossible to 
do. The Great Whites can 
be elusive, their habits 
of daily living not fully 
known. 

The doctor’s 
goals have shifted from 
the early days of the 
1980s when simple 
trackers were used to 
note shark movements to 
the 21* century acoustic 
telemetry units. From 
simply gathering data 
on shark populations to 
studying their behavior, a 
much more complex process, the ongoing research keeps 
Skomal very busy. 

“We started with the distribution of sharks along 
the northeastern U.S. as far north as Newfoundland,” said 
Skomal, who in those early days studied dead sharks, 
their stomach contents and reproductive systems, but 
with technology studying their behavior is now the focus. 

“We live in a changing world,” Skomal stated, 

a world that in the 1970s passed the Marine Mammal 
Protection Act which included seals, the Great White’s 
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favorite food. “The seals responded and rebounded; the 
restaurant was opened,” he shared with a chuckle. 
Skomal said that Great White Sharks have 
learned how to hunt close to shore where the seals 
tend to feel safe. This has caused a collision between an 
animal on the hunt and a human enjoying the ocean. He 
provided the incident data: 1936 one fatal shark incident 
in Mattapoisett; 76 years later (2012) another incident 
off Truro; then in 2017 and twice in 2018, sharks either 
challenged recreators or severely injured them including 
at least one fatality. Clearly, the confluence of sharks 
and humans needs further study to avoid what could be 
dangerous for both life forms. 
Since 2009, Skomal and his team, which includes 
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a pilot in a spotter plane, have tagged 300 sharks. Twenty- 
five more sharks are now wearing acoustic devices that 
are collecting behavioral data such as when and where 
they hunt. Unfortunately for tourists visiting the outer 
Cape, they are in not only the migration area of these 
formidable fish but also in the seals’ favorite place to 
congregate. People can easily find themselves in the 
middle of a fight to survive as the Great Whites attack 
their prey. 

Demonstrating the data collection and the 
plotting of shark migration and hunting patterns, Skomal 
displayed video and other graphics that clearly showed 
where the sharks are and how they use sandbars and 
seafloor valleys to hunt and capture prey — all along the 
outer Cape Cod area. 

Skomal said that, at Newcombe Hollow Beach 
in Wellfleet, the site of a fatal shark bite in 2018, a live 
receiver notifies lifeguards when a tagged shark is in the 
area, giving safety measures a chance to work. And it is 
this point, safety, for which Skomal is now placing most 
of his energy. Collecting data and using that data to better 
inform the public. He is as much concerned for human 
safety as he is for the safety of the Great White Sharks. 

And there is still so much to learn. 

Further study is needed to more fully inform 
Skomal and his team where the sharks are and when 
they are feeding because “We don’t see many kills except 
occasionally in shallow areas,” he said. New technology 
is allowing direct and indirect data to be gathered, but 
“We don’t know where they breed or give birth.” Skomal 
said by studying patterns there can then be extrapolated 
predictability as to Great Whites’ migration, which occurs 
between May and October with August, September and 
October the height of their presence on the outer Cape. 

Skomal plans to continue his efforts to help 
the public for safety’s sake and for the future of one of 
nature’s most fascinating creatures — the Great White 
Shark.

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Tree Fund, Perry’s Lane Project Voted Down 
Rochester Annual Town Meeting

Monday night’s Rochester Town Meeting saved 
the drama until close to the end, as it took under an hour 
to pass all but two of its 27 warrant articles. 

The first negative vote came with Article 24, a 
move to change the “Arbor Fund” bylaw that requires 
solar-facility developers to estimate the value of the trees 
they are clear cutting on their property and submit to the 
town a payment that will then be used for tree-regrowing 
purposes. Town Meeting was being asked to apply 
this requirement to any subdivision or a commercial / 
industrial that cuts trees as part of its project. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson 
reported that at that panel’s public hearing on the 
article on May 10, it voted unanimously to recommend 
it be withdrawn. Town Meeting attendees agreed and 
indefinitely postponed the change. 

At the May 10 hearing, Johnson explained he 
considers the proposed change “too cumbersome, too 
onerous. We want this fund confined to solar projects. The 
townspeople won't like it. I don’t like to lose the town. 
They’ ve grown to trust us. I don’t want to lose that.” 

Article 27 failed to pass as well. It was a citizen’s 
petition that would have authorized the town to enter 
into a 99-year lease agreement with a non-profit 501(c)(3) 
organization to build affordable housing on 4 acres on the 
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south side of Perry’s Lane. The lease price tag would be 
for $1, and the units would be limited to Rochester seniors 
and veterans. 

Proponent Richard Cutler said it would be a 
proactive move to help the citizens of Rochester who are 
seniors and veterans with finding affordable housing 
before housing quotas came down from the state. “I 
strongly feel is the right move for Rochester,” Cutler said. 
“Ts it like putting the cart before the horse? Well, the cart 
is affordable housing for our residents that needs a little 
push from behind. It will send a message to officials that 
we should be doing something about this and now.” 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey pointed out that any 
non-profit, not just the local petitioners, would be able to 
bid for this project under state law. Perry Lane resident 
Michele Gagne noted the street is an unpaved road down 
which a school bus regularly travels. Four acres there 
would be a very limiting housing project for its residents, 
she said. 

Select Board member Woody Hartley noted this 
is “a long, skinny piece of property. There are other town 
properties for something like this.” Referring to the entire 
Select Board, he added, “We’re not opposed to housing 
for our seniors and veterans. We’re not sure this the best 
place for it.” 

The article failed by vote of 72 against and only 14 
in favor. 

Under positive moves, the $21,400,000 FY23 
budget passed with little resistance. One Town Meeting 
member questioned what she called the “dramatic” salary 
increases for the town accountant (from $131,000 in FY22 
to $161,000 in FY23) and the building inspector (from 
FY22’s $141,000 to FY23’s $184,000). 

Select Board Chairman Brad Morse explained 
the building inspector was boosted to a full-time position 
because of an increasing workload and that Town 
Accountant Suzanne Szyndlar, who was also the town 
administrator until the recent appointment of Glenn 
Cannon, will assume the newly created job of financial 
director effective July 1. 

The other major moves that the 101 residents 
who attended the Town Meeting approved included: 
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$380,000 to borrow for a new ambulance; $110,000 for a 
feasibility study on possible public safety department 
improvements; $12,000 for engineering and surveying 
to renovate the town hall parking lot; $35,000 to site a 
transfer station building at the Highway barn; $41,000 for 
a new animal control vehicle; and $49,500 for a Highway 
Department dump truck and sander. 

Voters also endorsed changing the solar bylaw 
to state that such projects be designed to better minimize 
their visibility from residences and public ways. 


Wastewater Poses Many Questions 
Marion Select Board

In presenting to the Marion Select Board and 
the public on Monday night at the Music Hall, Kent 
Nichols Jr. of Weston & Sampson, Inc. took a deeper 
dive into Marion’s 20-year, Comprehensive Wastewater 
Management Plan (CWMP), engaged questions, and left 
the town’s leadership with a lot to think about. 

Whether or not Marion ties into a regional 
sewer system centered in Wareham, there are still other 
great challenges facing the town as Nichols pointed out 
900 unsewered sites in Marion, one third of which are 
developed properties. 

The Select Board took no action on Monday’s 
meeting, an informational session that is part of a process 
including public input. The Buzzards Bay Coalition also 
has questions about a potential regionalization that will 
enter the mix. After gathering the information shared on 
Monday, the board will review and seek another meeting 
with Nichols to further check off on details that may 
influence forthcoming decisions. 

The inherited infrastructural challenges faced by 
the Select Board, town administrator, Finance director, 
Department of Public Works and residents took decades 
to form. 

As Marion confronts the 21st century, its leaders 
are taking stock of the capacity and current usage of 
its National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System 
(NPDES) and Water Pollution Control Facility (WPCF) 
based at Benson Brook. 

According to the presentation made by Weston 
& Sampson, permitted discharge of the NPDES is an 
average daily flow of 588,000 gallons per day; the facility 
has a peak capacity of 1,100,000 gallons per day. The 
lagoon system on site handles wet-weather flow. 

Permitted discharge includes nitrogen, 
phosphorus and metals. Ongoing improvements at the 
site include the recent relining of Lagoon No. 1, U.V. 
disinfection and filtration. 

The facility needs modernization related to its 
condition and technology. It has assorted other needs 
relating to capacity, regulatory and permit matters, along 
with sustainability where it concerns resiliency, efficiency 
and safety. 
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Nichols Hoke those needs down to “big picture” 
and “specific” needs. 

Identifying two major elements as pipelines and 
pump stations, Nichols discussed a graphic displaying a 
breakdown of Marion’s eight pump stations, the oldest of 
which is 60 years old (Silvershell.) Three other stations, 
Front Street (though it was updated in 2005), Creek Road 
and Point Road, are 50 years old, while Parkway Lane is 
35 years old, Oakdale Avenue is 30, Stoney Run 25 and 
Little Neck 10. 

Serving 1,700 properties, the Front Street pump 
station handles more than half of the town’s sewer users. 
Creek Road and Silvershell handle 500 properties each. 

This is the third year of Marion’s 10-year 
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mitigation program for Inflow and Infiltration (I/1); the 
town spent $200,000 in 2021. I /I work has been prioritized 
in three categories: known problem areas, village-area 
sewers and Flood Zone areas. 

Other collection-system and pump-station needs 
include policy for grinder pumps and private sewers, and 
system needs addressing modernization and resiliency. 

Planting Island, Lower Sippican Neck, Upper 
Front Street, Aucoot Creek and River Road /Wareham 
Street (Route 6) are considered “high priority” unsewered 
areas. Lower Mill Street, County Road and Wings Cove/ 
Piney Point fall into medium priority, and Delano Road/ 
Weweantic River, Allens Point / Harbor East and Converse 
Point are considered low-priority unsewered areas. 
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Sewer extension is the preferred alternative for: 
Planting Island, Lower Sippican Neck, Aucoot Creek, 
and River Road / Wareham Street (Route 6), Lower Mill 
Street, and Wings Cove/Piney Point. An enhanced, on- 
site program is the preferred alternative for: Upper Front 
Street, County Road, Delano Road /Weweantic River, 
Allens Point / Harbor East and Converse Point. 

In mapping out options, Weston & Sampson 
offered five basic alternatives varying in capital costs and 
annual impact and 20-year worth. 

The capital cost of regionalization with Wareham 
is estimated at $76,000,000 with an annual cost impact 
of $1,480,000 and a 20-year present worth of $98,000,000. 
Weston & Sampson asks the public if considering treatment 
and the Marion WPCEF, does the town prefer local options 
to regional despite the higher costs. 

That was just one of several questions posed by the 
engineering consultant to get a read on what homeowners 
in Marion are thinking as a major infrastructural plan is 
contemplated. 

Resident Barry Gaffey joined the meeting via Zoom 
and asked Department of Public Works Director Nathaniel 
Munafo about grinder-pump replacements. Gaffey said he 
had heard a rumor that the replacements for the 14-year- 
old grinder pumps would not fit the existing tank, driving 
the replacement cost upwards from $3,000 to $12,000, but 
Munafo said that the drop-in replacement pump is an exact 
fit and that the DPW has already been installing them. 

Fielding subsequent questions from Gaffey about 
conflicting cost estimates on outflow projects, Nichols said 
technologies are different so the cost estimates are different. 

The Marion Select Board will next meet on 
Thursday, June 2, at 3:00 pm via Zoom to hold a public 
hearing on a complaint regarding a dog. The next regular 
meeting of the board is scheduled for Tuesday, June 7, at 
6:00 pm at the Music Hall. 


Shipyard Park at Center of Conflict 
Mattapoisett Select Board

Midway through their May 24 meeting, the 
Mattapoisett Select Board heard from members of the 
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Mattapoisett Woman’s Club regarding issues they have 
experienced in working with the Mattapoisett Lions Club 
during Harbor Days. Representing the MWC were Sandy 
Hering and Lois Ennis. Although the Lions were invited 
to attend and discuss matters, no one was present. 

Traditionally, the MWC uses the big tent at 
Shipyard Park, erected for Harbor Days and paid for by 
the Lions, for their scholarship fundraiser Taste of the 
Town. But this year they were told that Tuesday, July 
12, is not available and reported that Valeri Kane of the 
Lions offered them any other day that week. The switch, 
Hering said, would make it very difficult for restaurants 
to participate. 

Although this situation was a problem for the 
MWC, it was an even bigger problem for the Select 
Board. Chairman Jordan Collyer pointed out that an 
advertisement on the Lions’ Facebook page offered the 
tent for rental, a violation of the town’s policy. 

“The board controls use of Shipyard Park,” said 
Collyer, adding that even the individual events held 
during the weeklong Harbor Days are required to be 
preapproved by the Select Board. Under no circumstances 
can the park be rented out to anyone without prior 
approval. 

Collyer said he had watched earlier Select Board 
meetings concerning Chase Canopy’s request to erect 
the tent earlier than needed for Harbor Day events due 
to scheduling and manpower issues. That request was 
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granted. The concept of the Lions Club renting it out 
during those days was never considered by the Select 
Board. 

“We were frustrated by this,” Collyer 
said. “Shipyard Park is not there for any singular 
organization.” Member Tyler Macallister said, “They 
(Lions) don’t have authority.” 

Without a representative from the Lions in 
attendance, the board was left with unanswered 
questions. But the members were unanimous in 
recertifying that the MWC’s Taste of the Town could be 
held on July 12. 

Ina follow-up, Hering said, “Originally, the 
Lions wanted a set cash amount to use the tent on July 12. 
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We refused that offer and tried to negotiate with them.” 
She said that for years the MWC gave a donation to the 
Lions for use of the tent, “from one civic organization to 
another.” No agreement could be reached. 

“We were saddened to decline, it’s such a family 
event in our beautiful park and it’s a big fundraiser for 
us,” said Hering. After meeting with the Select Board, she 
hoped everything could be worked out amicably. 

Earlier in the meeting, the board met with local 
business owner Nils Johnson regarding granite boulders 
that had been placed in front of his establishment, the 
Inn at Shipyard Park, located on Water Street. Johnson 
said he had had discussions with Town Administrator 
Mike Lorenco after expressing his desire to continue 
with outside food and beverage service as outlined by 
state regulations. The boulders, he thought, would be 
more agreeable than the jersey barriers he had placed on 
the edge of the street for the safety of his patrons eating 
outside in previous seasons. 

Lorenco explained that since the board had 
already granted approval at the beginning of the 
pandemic for several restaurants to offer outdoor dining, 
he had made the “assumption” that as long as nothing 
had changed, restaurants could move forward for another 
season of outdoor dining. 

But Select Board member Jodi Bauer was not 
in favor of what she called Johnson’s use of town- 
owned property. She also said, “People don’t like those 
jersey barriers ... people want to know why you got 
permission.” She questioned how many years was this 
going to go on, she wanted to see it stopped. She said 
his use of town property was different from the other 
restaurants. 

“This is very different because he is using town 
property, blocking off the sidewalk and losing parking in 
a very busy area,” Bauer said. 

Lorenco said, “It was vetted in the past for 
safety.” 

Collyer said that due to heavy restrictions 
associated with the pandemic, the state had given cities 
and towns authority to grant outdoor dining beyond any 
existing permits. “Prior permissions moved forward.” 
He said that all safety measures had been reviewed and 
considered when original permissions for outdoor dining 
were granted, hence the barriers. 

Johnson said he had not been made aware until 
recently that people were complaining as Bauer had 
commented. “I would have expected to hear it before 
now. I’m not trying to aggravate people,” said Johnson. 

Both Macallister and Collyer said they had not 
received any complaints. 

Bauer said that such decisions should come before 
the board and that, “It’s been three years — time for it to go 
away.” 

But Collyer said it had come before the board, 
and such regulations were intended to help business 
financially to rebound from lost income during the 
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pandemic and that was the purpose for extending 
outdoor dining until April 2023. “I’m not happy with your 
business being on town property,” Bauer plainly stated to 
Johnson. 

The board approved Johnson’s use of the 
sidewalk in front of his establishment and requested 
plantings to make the barriers more aesthetically 
appealing. 

The engineering firm VHB met with the board to 
review contractual updates and associated charges. VHB 
has been developing documents for a MassDOT grant 
and other applications for the village street roadway 
improvement project. 

Approved by the board were: eight additional 
hours for meetings and coordination with various 
agencies; 24 additional hours for horizontal and vertical 
geometry for additional work in designs near Route 6 
and 24 more hours for final vertical design; the culvert 
on Water Street; how bikes use Main Street to Acushnet 
Road; 10 hours for plot cross sections; 76 more hours 
for drainage and water supply details associated with 
Mechanic Street and private-property discharges and 
investigations in how to improve the same. 

During the meeting, the board approved a request 
from Colby Tranfaglia to use Ned’s Point for a wedding 
ceremony with 100 guests to take place on October 14. The 
board discussed their standard approval, which is for no 
more than 50 people but agreed to grant this request but 
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limit the number of cars to just 25 to minimize impact at 
the popular venue. 

The board also appointed Craig LeBlanc 
as constable and Carole Clifford to the Historical 
Commission, replacing Marilou Newell, who had 
tendered her resignation. 

The board also approved the transfer of an All 
Alcohol Liquor license to new owner Jessica Moore for the 
restaurant Rustico. Also granted was a common victualer 
permit and a permit for entertainment. 

Before adjourning the public meeting and 
entering executive session, Lorenco was asked to set 
up a working meeting for the board to review all major 
projects. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Select Board 
is scheduled for Thursday, June 2, at 6:30 pm. 


Solar Array Permitted with Conditions 
Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

On May 19, the Mattapoisett Zoning Board of 
Appeals heard an application filed by Dennis Mahoney 
and Sons seeking a Special Permit. 

Representing Mahoney and Sons, Rich Riccio of 
Field Engineering described the project as a small solar 
array of half a megawatt capability on 2.9 acres of land 
adjacent to 115 North Street. He said that although there 
would be some clearing of trees, no scenic vistas would be 
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impacted. 

Riccio further described the parcel as being 
situated in the Mattapoisett River aquifer district and 
that the 1,500-panel commercial solar array would be 
placed 100 feet from jurisdictional wetlands. Regarding 
endangered species, Riccio said none were mapped on the 
parcel in question. 

The placement of the array is planned 200 
feet from the nearest residence, Riccio stated, and that 
decommissioning bonds and sureties would be set in 
place. He further stated that negotiations were underway 
for a P.LL.O.T. program. 

ZBA member Colby Rottler noted several areas of 
concern and advice he wished to impart to the abutters, 
things he had learned from reviewing other solar-array 
applications. 

At the top of Rottler’s list was the planting of 
screening materials before the construction of the array 
field. He said in the past this requirement was either never 
completed or failed to be nourished and cared for after 
being placed. Second, was the need for obvious placement 
of a phone number at the site if it becomes necessary 
to contact the owners. He said in the past, residents 
have been frustrated in failed attempts to contact array 
developers or owners when something needed to be 
addressed. 

“Don’t be silent, call the town administrator if 
you have to,” said Rottler. 
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According to Rottler, any permit should be 
conditioned so that hours of construction, a three-month 
process, would not disrupt the peaceful enjoyment of 
abutters’ property on weekends. And lastly, he said that 
dust controls during construction must be maintained. 
“People have lived there a long time, it’s real important 
not to aggrieve people,” he said. 

Rottler went on to say that in the past during the 
construction of solar arrays, “There was a lot of pain and 
suffering — don’t suffer in silence,” he told the attendees. 
The Special Permit was approved with conditions as 
expressed by Rottler’s comments. 

David Ricci’s Special Permit request for property 
located at 0 Cove Street was granted for the construction 
of a 980-square-foot, elevated, single-family dwelling. 

ZBA member William Cantor wondered aloud 
about the placement of a structure on a barrier beach. “I’m 
surprised it’s being built on what is basically a sandbar, 
but if Conservation is okay with it...” The proposed 
project had been conditioned by the Conservation 
Commission over the course of several months of 
hearings. On this night, the Special Permit as presented 
was approved. 

Other Special Permits approved as presented 
were Peter and Hannah Asci, 9 Highland Avenue, for the 
demolition of an existing dwelling and construction of 
anew dwelling; Richard Boynton, 32 Church Street, for 
the construction of an addition and Long Built Homes, 0 
Wildwood Terrace, for the construction of a single-family 
dwelling. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals was not scheduled upon adjournment. 


Text Message Clinches Playground Approval 
Rochester Planning Board

It took a telephone call from the parking lot 
of Old Colony Regional Vocational-Technical High 
School to get the Rochester Planning Board to endorse 
the relocation of the Countryside Child Care Center 
playground at Plumb Corner. 

Board Chairman Arnold Johnson told consulting 
engineer Brian Walsh that the one obstacle holding up his 
approval vote on the project was receiving a formal notice 
that every plaza tenant was okay with the relocation, 
which will place the playground closer to the rear of the 
plaza businesses. 

Specifically, Johnson wanted a letter or some 
formal notice from Matt’s Blackboard restaurant owner 
Matt Gurney saying that he would allow relocating 
the three dumpsters that now sit directly behind that 
business. 

“We've been very transparent with the plaza 
owner,” Walsh said. 

Johnson pointed out that doesn’t necessarily 
mean permission from the tenants, especially from 
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Gurney. “I need a little more ‘comfort’ from him,” Johnson 
said. “He’s the one most impacted.” 

The board took the unusual step of continuing the 
project’s public hearing so Countryside Child Care Center 
owners Schoen and Bonnie Morrissey could contact 
Gurney by telephone for an immediate answer. After 
circling the parking lot in their motor vehicle to get good 
cell-phone reception, the couple returned with Gurney’s 
texted answer: “Put the dumpsters anywhere. It doesn’t 
matter to me.” 

With that done, the Planning Board unanimously 
endorsed the site plan to relocate and install the 5,050 
square-foot playground of the Countryside Child Care 
Center at 565 Roundsville Road. 
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Johnson explained later the Village at Plumb 
Corner housing project necessitated a change in drainage 
that required moving the center’s play area. 

Town Planner Nancy Durfee said she will now 
draft the site-plan review decision, which she will then 
submit to the Planning Board for its final approval. 

In other action, the panel recommended the Select 
Board not exercise the town’s option to purchase the 
property at 529 Snipatuit Road, which is being taken out 
of 61A agricultural land protection. Towns are routinely 
allowed to acquire such parcels if they choose to do so. 

The Planning Board’s next scheduled meeting 
will be held on Tuesday, June 14, at 7:00 pm at Old Colony 
RVTHS. 
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Marina Drive Damage Mounting 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

During the May 23 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission, residents of Marina Drive 
were asked to attend and discuss drainage piping they 
plan to install. 

The residents said they have been struggling 
for years with drainage problems in and around Marina 
Drive, a private roadway. Several residents said numerous 
calls to Town Hall and the Highway Department had 
not resulted in any assistance, although the Highway 
Department has annually completed roadway- 
maintenance services. Things seemed now to have 
reached the tipping point, as one resident exclaimed, “We 
need help!” 

Present to share their concerns were Mark and 
Stacey Lane, William Ebert, Lyn Pelland, Liz Carvalho 
and Alan and Sherri Panek. 

Conservation Commission Chairman Mike King 
said he was sympathetic to the conditions the residents 
were facing and wanted to help them achieve permitted 
work. 





























After a lengthy discussion in which the residents 
described Marina Drive as impassible, said that children 
could not ride bikes on the road due to numerous 
potholes and that emergency vehicles would be hard 
pressed to reach some homes, King offered what little 
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assistance was available from the commission. King said 
he would reach out to the Plymouth County Mosquito 
Control services and have drainage features in the area 
cleaned out. The bottom line for the residents, however, 
would be to hire a professional engineering firm for 
permanent solutions. 

In other matters, David Davignon of Schneider, 
Davignon and Leone Inc. represented three clients having 
their cases heard in a consecutive manner. 

First up was a Request for Determination of 
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Mattapoisett Neck Road, for the installation of a 53-foot- hours by appt. and by special order 
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A Notice of Intent filed by Tracey White, 70 
Aucoot Road, was conditioned after Davignon described 
the proposal for beach nourishment. Conditions also 
called for sieve analyst. 

Davignon’s final filing for the evening was 
another NOI filed by David Monteiro, 35 Mattapoisett 
Neck Road, for the construction of a residential peer. This 
reopened hearing received conditioning. 

ARDA filed by David and Kimberlee Nashold, 
15 Snowfield Road, for the expansion of an existing pool 
deck received a negative determination, as did Michael 
Livingstone’s RDA at 20 Old Mattapoisett Neck Road 
for perpetual beach nourishment with a cap of 5 yards of 
sand per year. 

Jeff Himawan, 10 Point Road, received a 
requested Amended Order of Conditions for the 
construction of a new residence and driveway. 
Himawan’s representative, Mat Costa of Holmes and 
McGrath Civil Engineering, was instructed to file a new 
plan of record. 

A NOI filed by Rose and Mark Robert, 17 Ned’s 
Point Road, for the construction of a 32x30-foot pool 
house with a driveway and a 16x32-foot in-ground pool 
as represented by Peter Therrien of Field Engineering 
received conditioning. 

Rounding out the agenda were enforcement 
orders previously issued to three property owners of 
beach camps along Old Road. King noted no further 
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action is needed at this time. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for Monday, June 
13, at 6:30 pm. 


Fair Share Tax Amendment Not Supported 
ORR School Committee

Citing two separate parties who had reached out 
to her about the Fair Share Amendment, Chairperson 
Heather Burke put the matter up for a discussion on 
the Old Rochester Regional School Committee’s May 18 
public-meeting agenda. The committee, she explained, 
could choose to act on the matter or not. The committee 
then opened for comments from the public. 

First to speak was Dr. Colin Everett, president of 
the Old Rochester Professional Educators Association, 
high school history teacher and debate-team coach. 
Everett laid out the basics of the Fair Share Amendment, 
a statewide referendum question on the November 
ballot that would create an additional 4 percent tax on 
any income over $1,000,000. The resulting $2,000,000,000 
in new revenue would be put towards funding public 
education and infrastructure maintenance. 

Everett spoke passionately in his recommendation 
that the committee endorse the draft resolution, as over 
two dozen other school committees in the commonwealth 
already have. 

Up next was Sharon Matzek, a citizen of Marion 
and the other party who requested this item be discussed. 
She stated that the Fair Share Amendment would help 
balance out the rising needs of public education and 
urged the committee to resist the “knee-jerk reaction” 
to taxes in general, stating that only 2.5 percent of the 
households in Plymouth County qualify as “millionaires.” 
She went on to assert that many “tax loopholes” favor the 
upper class and that those in that income bracket “pay a 
much, much lower (tax) rate.” 

Committee member Suzanne Tseki raised 
concerns over where the “line” is drawn when it comes 
to higher taxes and would subsequently vote against the 
motion alongside committee member Joe Pires. 
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As both Everett and Matzek stated, the Fair 
Share Amendment would only apply to those with 
annual income over $1,000,000. To paraphrase Matzek, if 
someone earned $1,000,001, that person would be taxed 
an additional 4 percent only on the $1 above $1,000,000. 
If an individual’s annual income was $999,999, the 
amendment would have no effect. 

A motion to recommend the measure was made 
and seconded, but the vote that saw six of eight members 
in attendance in favor of a positive recommendation fell 
just short of the necessary percentage to carry. 

Mike Naylor was invited to join the committee 
at the table in order to provide details on an upcoming 
trip for the high school students. Proposed to take 
place during February break in 2024, the recommended 
destination was Rome, through Pompeii and eventually 
on to Athens. Fundraising and payment plans will be 
implemented to help with costs and ensure any student 
interested is able to take the trip. 

Member Francis Kearns’ question about how 
COVID protocols might affect travel, Naylor detailed an 
optional protection plan that would cost an additional 
$295. The plan would allow students to obtain a complete 
refund up to 24 hours before the trip should they need 
to cancel due to COVID or other circumstances. The plan 
would also provide extended accommodations to students 
and chaperones on the return trip should quarantine be 
necessary before reentering the country. 

Naylor noted that he was able to testify on such 
safety measures personally; he had experienced their 
implementation on the previous trip. 

The motion to authorize the trip as presented was 
passed unanimously. 

In giving the Financial Report in Assistant 
Superintendent of Finance and Operations Howie 
Barber’s absence, Superintendent of Schools Mike Nelson 
stated that there remained $30,000 in the academic year’s 
budget. The next Financial Report will be the end-of-year 
report. 

Jill Hennesy, director of Food Services, raised 
praise for the transitional program, which serves students 
ages 18-22. Nelson said that the food-service team has 
done fantastic work creating opportunities for students 
and working on life skills. 
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The committee complimented Hennesy and the 
food and cafeteria staff for their work. No word was 
given on extending the free-meal passes to June 30; news 
on the extension will be communicated as soon as that 
information is available. 

In her Chairperson’s Report, Burke took time to 
remind those in attendance that the chairperson sets the 
agenda, so when emailing to request something be added 
to the meeting agenda, do so to her directly rather than 
emailing the entire committee. Burke went on to remind 
other members that they should not reply to emails 
directly, as it could violate state Open Meeting Law. 

With that business conducted, Burke took a 
moment during her penultimate committee meeting for a 
more personal message of gratitude. She named a number 
of different teachers for their roles in helping her children 
in their scholastic journey. Whether it was allergy-friendly 
snacks or sparking a love of engineering, she took time 
to thank them for their support and care, ending with the 
touching sentiment, “your lessons truly live on long, long 
after that last assignment.” 

The Central Office Report included news relayed 
from the governor’s office that each of the four school 
districts received $50,000 from a summer expansion 
grant. The money will be used to expand the Stay Active 
& Independent for Life (SAIL) program, with a focus on 
student's social and emotional well-being and growth. 
More information on the grant and its implementation 
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will be released in the coming weeks. 

New teacher orientation was scheduled for May 
25, according to Assistant Superintendent of Teaching and 
Learning, Dr. Jannell Pearson-Campbell. 

Director of Student Services Craig Davidson 
reported that two ORR Unified Team athletes qualified at 
the MIAA South Sectional track meet to compete in the 
state Unified meet. 

High School Principal Mike Devoll discussed 
“surviving senior events” in his Principal’s Report. An 
email was sent out to students and caregivers detailing 
upcoming school events, as well as laying out suggestions 
on things like what to wear, who should attend, etc., 
though it was emphasized that seniors are only one- 
fourth of the entire student body and should not be 
fixated on more than other grades. 

With that in mind, Devoll turned to the subject 
of upcoming field trips. The school has partnered with 
Junior Achievement to plan five field trips, open to all 
grades and centered around potential career interests, 
including those in banking and finance, marine science 
and healthcare. Trips will include Bay Coast Bank, UMass 
Dartmouth and Prima CARE, respectively. 

Student Representative Eddie Gonet asked to 
clarify if seniors could attend and was told they could so 
as long as the trips do not coincide with final exams. 

Devoll commended Kate Butler, the Advanced 
Placement Art teacher, for her work on the art show that 
continues through Thursday, May 26, at the Mattapoisett 
Public Library. He discussed the May 23 promotion 
ceremony for the eighth graders, the first of its kind, 
crafted to celebrate the students who had missed out 
on traditional scholastic experiences due to the ongoing 
pandemic. 

ORR Junior High Principal Silas Coellner 
updated the committee on activities, including a student- 
leadership conference. He estimated that a couple 
hundred parents would be in the school building on May 
25 for transition activities. A promotion ceremony for 
eighth graders was scheduled for May 23. 

Gonet delivered the Student Advisory Council 
Report, his last as student representative. Gonet thanked 
the committee, noting what an honor it had been for him 
and ended to a room full of applause. Several committee 
members went on to praise Gonet’s work as both a 
student and representative to the committee. 

Burke recalled being Gonet’s soccer coach years 
ago, noting that of all the young players he was the only 
one to ever approach her after practice, shake her hand 
and thank her for her work. This was met with another 
hearty round of applause. 

“That feels like such a good end point, but we 
have more meeting,” said Burke. 

The Budget Subcommittee reported that the 
budget was passed after a “stress test” of the capital 
stabilization fund. That budget included money for the 
guidance counselor and resurfacing of the high school 
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track. Plans for implementation are ongoing and likely to 
continue into September. 
The Communications Subcommittee put forth a 
suggestion to promote transparency on the committee’s E

The Righteous. Starring Henry Czerny and Mimi Kuzyk. 
Directed by Mark O’Brien. Running time: 97 minutes. 
No MPAA rating. Available on streaming home video 
starting June 10. 

You've heard of cringe comedy? The first half 
or so of Mark O’Brien’s heavy spiritual / psychological 
thriller The Righteous is cringe drama. That's not really a 
put-down. In scene after scene, O’Brien’s camera stares 
at people clumsily working through grief or uncertainty, 
and never averts its gaze. One or two times, I had to look 
away from the unrelieved anguish. It may not sound like 
a giddy night at the movies, but The Righteous is honest 
about intractable despair and fear in a way few films are, 
and it has an ace in the hole in that longtime reliable acting 
wizard Henry Czerny as Frederick Mason, a former priest 
whose guilt and sadness more or less animate the story. 

Czerny became known internationally for his 
indelible performance as serial child abuser Brother Lavin 
in 1993’s Canadian TV movie The Boys of St. Vincent and 
its sequel. Here he plays a different breed of tormented 
man of the cloth. Frederick was a priest until he met and 
fell in love with Ethel (Mimi Kuzyk), whereupon he left 
the Church and married her. They adopted a daughter, 
who has recently died. The two stay in their remote house, 
silently grieving; to blow off steam, Frederick sometimes 
goes out to the yard and works on disassembling their 
daughter’s swing set. One night, a young man, played by 
Mark O’Brien himself (he also wrote the script; this is his 
feature debut as a director after several short films), shows 
up outside Frederick’s house, injured and lost. 

Despite Ethel’s misgivings, Frederick offers the 
man — who gives his name as Aaron Smith — shelter for 
the night. Soon, Ethel spends time with Aaron and quickly 
grows fond of him, perhaps seeing him as filling the 
void left by their daughter. The Righteous has only seven 
speaking roles, but they’re all there to make points about 
how the effects of past sins ripple outward forever. In the 
first scene, Frederick, laid low by guilt, beseeches God 
to punish him. Aaron, it begins to seem, has been sent to 
deliver on that prayer. I’ve seen The Righteous described 
as a horror movie, but that description possibly suggests 
a more literal apocalypse of blood and demons than it is. 
Instead, the movie is shot in crisp black and white, and 
its chills are rhetorical (indeed, the movie would work 
well on the stage) and subtle. The apocalypse happens 
in whispered conversations between people buffeted by 


uncanny forces they can’t control or understand. 

Like practically everyone in Canada, O’Brien must 
have seen and been scorched by The Boys of St. Vincent 
(though he was only eight when the film first aired), 
so when he had written a former priest sunk under the 
weight of sin, I would guess Henry Czerny was his first 
choice. Czerny is the guy you want for square men with 
twists and loops in their nature; the angular Clark Kent/ 
Morrissey features of his youth have settled into the grays 
and lines of painful wisdom. The Righteous is probably the 
biggest role he’s had for a while, and he excels at putting 
across Frederick’s soul implosion. When Frederick tries to 
smile, he looks false and genuinely alarming, like an alien 
attempting to mimic human expressions; when someone 
tries to compliment Frederick, he responds with what I can 
only call a visceral scoff. His self-disgust is fierce but held 
just underneath the surface, held with great and graceful 
aplomb by this open-hearted actor. 

As an actor, O’Brien holds his own with the 
master, giving Czerny something real and potentially 
sulfurous to sniff and respond to. (They played father 
and son in 2019’s horror-comedy Ready or Not.) As a 
filmmaker, O’Brien lets his camera linger on Czerny as 
often as possible. If the director falters here, it may only 
be due to budget. We hear that Frederick is subject to 
visions, fugues. Not a lot is done with that angle, though 
it does serve to handwave away some of the overtly 
supernatural stuff we see. More than once, Frederick is 
shown waking up, and more than once I was confused as 
to whether that meant he had only dreamed the previous 
scene. It may not matter in the literal sense; by the end, we 
understand we’ve been watching one man’s inner war on 
himself, and everything else we’ve witnessed is sort of up 
for grabs. Czerny enlists in this war with all the restraint 
and subtextual power he’s always had, and O’Brien does 
everything he can to give Czerny a battlefield worthy of 
him.

they don’t bear names of specific people. However, 
records show that Joshua D., a nailer; Lemuel H., a 
photographer; and Samuel W., a carpenter, were some of 
the Pierces in residence on the street. 

The Hillside Cemetery was originally called the 
Pierceville First Cemetery and many of the stones date 
from 1840’s-1880’s. There are at least 45 members (by birth 
or marriage) of the Pierce family buried here. The oldest 
stone is that of Jeremiah Pierce (1823-1824.) It’s interesting 
to note that even though there was a community cemetery 
(today’s Woodside Cemetery ) adjacent to what was 
then the East Rochester Methodist Church, the Pierces 
and others living in Pierceville chose to be buried at the 
Hillside Cemetery. 
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One noteworthy grave is that of Reverend George 
Pierce who lived from 1804-1875. He was a carpenter 
and a part-time preacher. He was one of the founding 
fathers of the East Rochester congregation. He financed 
the building of the church after purchasing the land from 
Benjamin Morton and Mary Smith for $12.00. In 1856, he 
became “First Reader” and was often referred to as “King 
George.” There are Pierces who live in Rochester today, 
although most have moved away from the Pierceville / 
Douglas Corner area.

Traffic Safety Funding For Rochester 

Rep. Bill Straus (D-Mattapoisett) House co-chair 
of the legislature’s Joint Committee on Transportation, 
announced today that the Massachusetts Department of 
Transportation and the Baker-Polito administration have 
awarded a $50,000 grant to the town of Rochester to fund 
traffic safety improvements at three critical locations 
in town, including the intersection of Mary’s Pond and 
Walnut Plain Roads, the site of many tragic collisions over 
the years. 

The grant, applied for earlier by the town of 
Rochester, is being made under the DOT’s Shared Streets 
and Spaces Program funded by the Legislature. Town 
officials had sought Rep. Straus’ help in getting approval 
for the grant application. The state monies will allow 
Rochester to install LED stop signs at three intersections 
that have seen a high number of traffic incidents in recent 
years. LED lighting of the stop signs would be radar 
activated by the approach of motor vehicles. 

“I am hopeful that these installations will 
heighten driver awareness and force drivers to check 
their speed and comply with traffic markings,” said Rep. 
Straus. “State funding for public safety improvements 
is an important way in which the state can support 
municipalities, and I want to thank the administration 
and in particular Lieutenant Governor Polito for her direct 
involvement in bringing this grant to Rochester.” 

Jonathan Gulliver, MassDOT Highway 
Administrator commented on the Rochester approval. 
“The Town of Rochester is to be commended for their 
initiative in pursuing the competitive grant, and Rep. 
Straus made sure this particular application was brought 
to our attention with his advocacy,” said Administrator 
Gulliver. 

Specific items to be purchased with the grant 
funds include: 

- Eight Solar-Powered Radar Speed Monitor Signs 

- Five LED Stop Signs 

- Thirteen Signposts 

- One OS-350MX Radar Speed Trailer with Matrix 
Messaging, Data Logger, License Plate Recognition (LPR) 
capabilities 

Because of the incidence of tragic accidents 
involved with the particular locations to be addressed, 
MassDOT will also be providing technical assistance to 
the Town to determine whether further ‘four-way’ stop 
signs are called for in addition to today’s announced 
improvements.

Ms. Petersen is renowned for her work managing 
the Buzzard Bay Coalition’s local and regional projects to 
reduce nitrogen pollution in bay waters and reported on 
the state of coastal waters and their watershed during a 
riveting slide show presentation. 

Ms. Petersen explained the impact of excess 
nitrogen on Buzzards Bay waters, for example, the effect 
of oxygen depletion on marine animals—massive fish 
kills—and the erosion of coastal marshes that protect bay 
communities from flooding. 

She put forward the Coalition’s position that 
would direct the discharge of treated wastewater into 
the Cape Cod Canal via a pipeline extending from 
an expanded Wareham treatment facility. Because of 
the flushing effect offered by the Cape Cod Canal, the 
pipeline presented the best solution for the region’s 
wastewater problems in Bourne, South Plymouth, 
Wareham, Marion and the Massachusetts Maritime 
Academy. 

Five years of scientific research and a 
hydrodynamic study by the Woods Hole Oceanographic 
Institution support the Coalition’s position that a 
discharge pipe into the canal would not harm water 
quality and the pipe could potentially reduce nitrogen 
pollution “by more than 90 percent,” according to Ms. 
Petersen. 

Ms. Petersen is a graduate of the University of 
Massachusetts, Amherst, cum laude and has a Master of 
Studies in Environmental Law, cum laude, from Vermont 
Law School, as well as her Juris Doctor.
